If 
costs go up, it’s due to the 
Federal Reserv e’s discounting 
rules on regular loans.” 
The Treasury action is also 
aimed 
at 
plugging 
what

considers a .tax loophole by 
making bond purchasers pay 
tax on their profits. 
Hall 
said 
his 
information 
seemed 
to 
indicate 
that 
Treasury 
guns 
were 
being 
aimed at rev enue bonds, rather 
than 
genera l 
obliga tion 
industrial bonds. 
The two are paid off in the 
same manner. A rev enue bond, 
howev er, is one which is based 
on a company ’s ability to pay . 
Hall said. 
‘‘We feel we can go ahead 
here. The industrial bonds are 
backed by the company and the 
city . We feel we’re on safe 
ground,” he said. 
Blow to Towns 
He also said that if the tax 
ex emption feature comes off 
industrial 
bonds, 
smaller 
communities will 
lose their 
source 
of 
attraction 
for 
industry . ‘‘We wouldn’t be able 
to raise the money here for 
Town & County , or Riv al for 
that matter, just by going out 
and asking for it, he asserted. 
‘‘We’v e restricted industrial 
obligation bonds in Sedalia to 
local industry If the Treasury 
depriv es these bonds of their 
tax ex empt feature, it would go 
ex a ctly 
contrary 
to 
the 
(J ohnson) administration’s aim 
of making rural areas more 
attractiv e to industry ,” he said. 
Hall 
stressed

New Hampshire Voters Cast 
Ballots in Primary Election 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk said to­ 
day he can offer no present 
hope that Hanoi is interested in 
a peaceful settlement of the 
Vietnam war. 
He also balked, despite heav y 
pressure from Sen. J . W. Ful- 
bright, at pledging consultation 
with Congress prior to a presi­ 
dential rlnrisinn on whether to 
send more troops to Vietnam. 
There hav e bwn reports Pres­ 
ident J ohnson is considering 
sending up to 200,(MX) additional 
men. A total of 525,000 is now 
authorized. 
Rusk told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee ‘‘There is 
room for indignation ov er the 
repeated rejection by Hanoi of 
ev en the smallest step toward 
peace ” 
Rusk commented in his sec­ 
ond day of testimony before the 
committee, 
headed 
by 
Ful- 
bright, a critic of the adminis­ 
tration's Vietnam policy . 
Rusk told the committee: “ I 
cannot lead y ou to hope that we 
see at the present time any 
clear interest by Hanoi in a 


dec’isioas 
w i l l 
determine 
"whether we go either down the 
road to all-out war or to a nego­ 
tiated solution.” 
Fulbright, an Arkansas Demo­ 
crat who has long been critical 
of the administration's Vietnam 
war policy ’, asked Rusk at one 
point; 
‘Do I understand y ou 
hav e no intention of coasulting 
with this committee?” 
"I told y ou the President has 
not reached his conclusions," 
Rusk replied "There Is there­ 


fore no knowledge of what ac- 
tioas may be required by the 
Congress.” 
Fulbright said he understocx l 
this to mean “y ou hav e no in­ 
tention of consulting with as 
prior to reaching that decision " 
Rusk iaslsted that "senior 
members of this committee 
hav e been consulted” and that 
the hearings of the past two 
day s hav e made their v iews 
"pretty well apparent.” 
In other words. Fulbright re­ 


torted, 
“y our position is that 
y ou already know our v iews ’ 
"We know a great d ea l," 
Rusk said 
Sen 
Frank J 
Lausche, D- 
Ohio, suggested that Fulbright 
could offer a resolution in the 
Senate that no additional troops 
bt> sent to Vietnam. 
But Fulbright said this was 
impossible "when we'v e had no 
indication of what the adminis­ 
tration plaas 
You’v e got the 
cart before the horse.”

Robert 
F Kennedy two write-ias J ohn­ 
son’s name was written in on 
the only Democratic ballot cast 
at Hart's Loc'ation 


Late Snow 
Hits State 
To South

A v icious late winter snow 
storm gav e a staggering punch 
to 
southeast 
Missouri 
and 
southeastern Kansas. 
Missouri got the worst blow 
with paraly zing snows of up to 
16 inc-hes at Roaring Riv er, 55 
miles southwest of Springfield. 
Carthage and J oplin were hard 
hit. Snow drifts of four to fiv e 
feet stalled v ehicles and count­ 
less persons struggled to work 
on foot. 
There was 11 inches of snow 
at Springfield, Mo., and sev en 
at Pittsburg, Kan. Amounts 
tapered off to the west. Some 
roads in the Pittsburg area 
were closed or open only to one 
way traffic. 
The storm began Monday aft­ 
ernoon, continued through the 
night with strong winds and 
began letting up this morning. 
In Missouri the snow belt ex ­ 
tended across the southern por­ 
tion and eastward from J oplin 
to north of St. Louis. 
Major i n d u s t r i e s , public 
schools and colleges closed at 
Springfield. Trav el was practi­ 
cally at a standstill. One news­ 
man, 
for ex ample, said he 
walked six miles to work. Drifts 
piled up to four or fiv e feet. 
The same conditions plagued 
Carthage, Mo. By 9 a.m. the 
skies were clearing there and 
the 10 inches of snow was begin­ 
ning to melt. 
In J oplin most streets were 
blocked. The downtown area had 
eight inches of snow and the 
airport six . Some business and 
industrial plants shut down. 


Ev en before the ballot casting 
began, Nix on acknowledged that 
"gamesmanship” would be a 
major factor in determining 
who were the winners and who 
the losers in the lead-off v oting 
of the 19 68 presidential race. 
Nix on’s only Republican chal­ 
lenge 
was 
the 
late-starting 
write-in mov e for Rockefeller 
and the only real question for 
the former v ice president is the 
margin bv which he runs ahead. 
"I figure this,” Nix on said, 
"if we win 2 to 1 I’ll be happy . ” 
There may hav e been a bit of 
gamesmanship in that. By fore­ 
casting Rockefeller would get 30 
per cent or more of the v ote, 
Nix on was setting a target far 
higher than that chosen by the 
New Yorker’s supporters. For­ 
mer Gov . Hugh Gregg, promot­ 
ing the write-in, said 15,000 
Rockefeller v otes would amount 
to success in New Hampshire. 
Nix on said that could not be 


considered a serious estimate 
and had to be rated too low. 
The same thing was going on 
in the Democratic race. Mc­ 
Carthy said he hoped to obtain 
30 per cent of the v ote and add­ 
ed it was "probably a little too 
much” to forecast a v ictory in 
his campaign of protest against 
J ohnson’s course in the Vietnam 
war. 
J ohnson’s 
promoters 
said 
McCarthy might get up to 40 per 
cent of the v ote against the 
write-in effort being staged for 
the President. 
Mci'arthy men acknowledged 
they needed a substantial show­ 
ing in New Hampshire to gel the 
campaign 
contributions 
they 
will need for the primaries still 
ahead. New Hampshire has cost 
McCarthy ’s campaign organiza­ 
tion at least $150,000 probably 
more. Gov . J ohn W. King, chief 
spokesman for the J ohnson ef-

They reported their 
bombs were on target and said 
they also hit a nearby antiair­ 
craft missile site. 
The radio station had been hit 
for the first time Feb. 10. 
The American fighter-bomb- 
ers ranged from the Yen Bai 
airfield 7 8 miles northwest of 
Hanoi to the southern panhandle 
with these other major targets: 
The Dong Trieu army barracks 
46 miles northeast of Hanoi, the 
Nam Dinh barracks 45 miles 
southwest of Haiphong, the Ha 
Dong barracks 8 miles south­ 
west of Hanoi, the Thanh Hoa 
thermal power plant and the 
Cam Pha transformer station. 
Ov er South Vietnam, the Air 
P’orce’s giant B52 bombers flew 
eight raids late Monday and to­ 
day , including six against North 
Vietnamese troops ringing the 
U.S. Marines’ Khe Sanh combat 
base in the northwestern corner 
of the country . 
The bombs from the high­ 
fly ing Stratofortresses crashed 
into suspected enemy positions 
Within two miles of the besieged 
Marine base. 
The other B52 strikes were 
against Viet Cong fortificatioas 
25 miles northeast of Saigon and 
in the central coastal plaias 27 0 
miles northeast of Saigon 
The ground war dwindled into 
a lull for the first time sinc’e the 
Communist command launched 
the lunar new y ear offensiv e 
J an. 31. 
In the only ground action of 
any size reported Monday by 
thè U.S. Command, troops of 
the 19 6th Light Infantry Brigade 
scored a lopsided v ictory in a 
7 ^2-hour coastal battle, killing 
7 8 Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese at a cost of only two 
Americaas killed and 29 wound­ 
ed 
The battlefield was on the 
coastal plaias near Tam Ky . 113 
miles southeast of the DMZ. 
The GIs called in reinforce­ 
ments and jet fighter-bombers 
to stagger the enemy for the 
second time in three day s in the 
area. On Saturday American in­ 
fantry men killed 
129 enemy 
troops near Tam Ky ; no Ameri­ 
cans were killed and only 18 
wounded 


The South Vietnamese 2nd 
Regiment was battered by ene­ 
my artillery and rifle fire Mon­ 
day in a pocket of scrub-brush 
country six miles south of the 
DMZ near the U.S. Marine out­ 
post at Dong Ha.

Tlie officials announced that a number of representativ es had 
withdrawn their signatures from a petition which would hav e put 
on the House agenda a discussion of whether or not to call a v ote of 
no confidenc-e 
Last week, backers of the petition had collected more than 50 
signatures, well abov e the one-third of the 135 members required 
to bring the petition before the house 
Sev eral politicians thought the gov ernment of President Nguy en 
Van Thieu had pressured some of the representativ es into 
withdrawing their signatures. 
A few signers said they had dec’ided this was not the proper time 
to bring a motion of no confidence They added, howev er, that they 
could dec'ide to sign again later 
Meanwhile, informed sources said tcx lay the Thieu gov ernment 
plans to remov e as many as 15 of South Vietnam’s 44 prov ince 
chiefs. The gov ernment announced Monday that six prov inc'e chiefs 
had been fired.

For Sales

another $450 million in gold 
from the nation’s money stock 
to make it av ailable for sales to 
foreign gov ernments 
The switch from one gov ern­ 
ment account to another stems 
direc’tly from the heav y specula­ 
tiv e gold buy ing in Europe. 
The third gold rush since de­ 
v aluation of the British pound 
last Nov . 18 is now in progress 
Similar gold transfers from 
the money stoc k to the scK*alled 
Ex change Stabilization Fund— 
both ex ceeding $400 million 
were made in liecember 
The Treasury said today ’s 
traasfer will permit the fund to 
take care of the U.S. share of 
sales on the London market in 
P’ebruary , to handle London 
sales so far in March, to sell 
gold directly to foreign gov ern­ 
ments and to handle other con- 
tingenc’ies. 
This Ls the second gold trans­ 
fer this y ear from the money 
stoc'k to the Ex change Stabiliza­ 
tion F'und from which sales are 
actually made 
The prev ious 
transfer of $1(X) million took 
place on Feb, 6, 
ThLs does not mean the $450 
million has left the country but 
it is av ailable to the gov ernment 
as needed for sales abroad. 
The United SUtes prov ides 59 
per cent of the gold sold on the 
London market as part of a sev ­ 
en-nation pool The other na­ 
tions are Britain, Belgium, the 
Netherlands.

others. Now he is a hero, a

legend 
and 
badly 
wounded. 
Friends 
said 
that 
Sp icer 
joined the Marines almost on a 
whim when he went to a 
recruiting station with a friend. 
Somewhere in basic training, 
when 
the 
instructors 
were 
attemp ting to turn him into a 
p rofessional k iller, he rebelled. 
“ He just sort of suddenly 
realized combat wasn’t really 
for him,” recalled Cp l. Daniel 
Sullivan of Boston, Mass. He 
said it just before the day he 
was hit. But he said he could 
not p ut himself up to k illing a 
man.”

stands 5-feet-9 , tried to declare 
himself a conscientious objector 
in boot camp and at v arious 
other p oints on his route to 
Vietnam He was alway s told:

The scho o l bo y ’s co mpla int is ta ken in 
go o d fa ith a s ex pressing the emo tio ns o f so 
ma ny o f us. But it rea lly sho uld be 
directed no t a t the po undma ster but to city 
co uncil who se predecesso rs put the la w o n 
the bo o ks to hire a po undma ster a nd build 
a shelter fo r impo unded do gs tha t ca n be 
redeemed by o wners.

ambassador in Genev a had signed the most far- 
reaching pact with the Sov iet Union ev er reached. 
They agrec'd to ccKiperate in protecting non-nu clear 
powers 
In other words, the two chief nu clear powers, the 
USA and USSR, pledged to u nite their nu clear 
weapons to protect non-nu clear nations if they were 
attack ed. The agreement was aimed chiefly at 
protecting India, which fears attack from China; bu t 
it cou ld also apply , u nder certain circu mstances, to 
Italy and Germany , two allies of the United States, 
and to Poland and Czechoslov ak ia, two allies of the 
Sov iet Union, plu s v ariou s other cou ntries 
—Asiatic v s. t^u ropean Commu nism— 
In case after case. President Johnson has pu shed 
toward better u nderstanding with Ru ssia and its one­ 
time Eu ropean satellites, and has done so with more 
cou rage than any other President 
Yet at the same time, in speech after speech, he 
has demanded action against Commu nists in the F'ar 
East. To some ex tent this has u ndermined hLs 
effec’tiv eness in bu ilding bridges to Commu nist 
natioas in Eu roptv It Ls tru e there Ls a difference 
between Eu ropean and Asiatic Commu nism, and 
there Ls intease bitterness between Ru ssia and 
China. Hu t it’s also tru e that constant pou nding on

London's Man in the Street 
Britons Back 
U.S. on Vietnam

LONDON (NEA) 
Talk ing to a few people in the streets of London is no scien­ 
tific way to condu ct a pu blic opinion poll. 
Bu t it is heart-warming all the same to be on a bu s or 
standing on the street in front of a store and hav e ordinary 
British people on their own v olu ntarily bring u p Vietnam and 
sy mpathize in the most friendly way with ou r position. 
One lady , after complaining abou t the cold, said how badly 
she felt abou t how we were being treated in the news when, 
as she pu t it, we are try ing so hard to do what we think is 
right. 
A bu s driv er noted it was enou gh to tu rn his stomach when 
a cou ntry the United States had helped so greatly two times 
w'hen its ex istence was threatened was so rou gh on u s now. 
“If y ou don’t k now whom I m ean,” he said “it’s De Gau lle 
I ’m talk ing abou t.” 
An o ld ma n a ppro a ches y o u in the a irpo rt a nd finding y o u 
a re a n America n turns the ta lk to Vietna m. “ We’re ba ck o f 
y o u a ll the wa y ,” he v o lunteers. “ It’s the so rt o f a jo b we ha d 
to do fo r a lo ng time a nd no w it’s y o ur turn.” 
This reporter heard that there are 2(X) to 250 draft dodgers 
in England and that there’s a mov ement in London to help 
American Army deserters. Some prominent people hav e pu t 
their names to fu nd-raising adv ertisements to finance a 
deserters “ u ndergrou nd railroad” to Sweden. 
Bu t reports indicated the fu nd-raising was su pported by a 
few large giv ers bu t not going well among the general pu blic. 
There weren’t many deserters and for the most part those 
who deserted were men in trou ble for nonpolitical reasons— 
apparently deserting to escape pu nishment. 
There were reports of past qu ite sizable anti-Vietnam dem ­ 
onstrations, some v iolent. Bu t the two this reporter saw were 
tame. One was a lethargic m arch by a grou p of somewhat 
less than 40 women, not cou nting the children trailing along 
behind. They strolled arou nd the park in front of the London 
U.S. embassy . The second march, at the same location, was 
reportedly set u p by a Commu nist y ou th grou p. 


The Commu nist m arch was equ ipped with a car bearing 
lou d speak ers. This au tomobile led a slow m arch once arou nd 
the park . Then the grou p disbanded. It was well-organized. 
Printed signs and mou nted pictu res were handed ou t to each 
of the 36 m archers, then carefu lly gathered u p at the end of 
one tu rn arou nd the park and loaded into a small station 
wagon for fu rther u se. 


Bo th the wo men a nd the Co mmunists seemed us tho ugh 
they were simply go ing thro ugh the mo tio ns. 


There were no crowds watching. Few people paid any atten­ 
tion, ex cept the police on gu ard and sev eral Americans on 
du ty in the embassy that qu iet Su nday afternoon. 


The av erage Londoner, ev en passersby , didn’t seem inter­ 
ested. 


Ov er in Hy de Park , by comparison, crowds of people gath­ 
ered to hear men talk ing abou t whatev er su ited their fancy .

WASHINGTON (AP) - The repo rt by the 
President’s rio t co mmissio n lends suppo rt to tho se 
a greeing with U.S. Co mmissio ner o f Educa tio n 
Ha ro ld Ho we’s co ntentio n tha t “ fo r a n America n 
citizen, segrega ted educa tio n ca nno t be ex cellent.” 
Ho we’s recent sta tement refers to the ra cia lly 
unba la nced scho o ls o f the No rth a s well a s to 
segrega ted So uthern scho o ls. 
The rio t co mmissio n repo rt co ntends integra ted 
educa tio n “ is essentia l to the future o f America n 
so ciety . In this la st summer’s diso rders, we ha v e 
seen the co nsequences o f ra cia l iso la tio n a t a ll 
lev els, a nd o f a ttitudes to wa rd ra ce o n bo th sides, 
pro duced by three centuries o f my th, igno ra nce a nd 
bia s.” 
But the go v ernment no t o nly ha s no a utho rity to 
mo v e a ga inst ra cia l imba la nce a s such, it is ba rred 
fro m do ing so by a n a mendment to the 19 64 Civ il 
Rights Act. 
It ca n—a nd do es—pro v ide federa l funds to help 
scho o ls, by busing o r o ther mea ns, to o v erco me 
ra cia l imba la nce fo r educa tio na l rea so ns. 
Federa l o fficia ls a ckno wledge the a ctio ns o f 
lo ca l scho o l districts in a tta cking ra cia l imba la nce 
ha v e been sma ll in v iew o f the la rge-sca le ra cia l 
sepa ra tio n in the big cities o f the No rth. 
But Er. Grego ry Am-ig, directo r o f the Office o f 
Educa tio n’s equa l 
o ppo rtunity 
o pera tio n, sa y s 
“ we’re hea ring o f a n a wful lo t o f scho o l districts 
tha t a re try ing to do so mething” to reduce, 
imba la nce.

Ev en libera l No rthern Demo cra ts 
wo uld shy a wa y fro m such a ctio n beca use o f 
po werful pressure fro m white v o ters a ga inst 
enfo rced mbdng —a nd the busing tha t o ften go es 
with it. 
The o pen-ho using la w under co nsidera tio n in 
Co ngress clea rly wo uld lea d to mo re scho o l in­ 
tegra tio n. But federa l o fficia ls sa y ho iising pa tterns 
wo uld cha nge o nly v ery slo wly . 
Wha t ho lds ba ck a ny big na tio na l mo v e a ga inst 
ra cia l imba la nce is tha t the 19 54 Supreme Co urt ‘ 
decisio n a nd the 19 64 Civ il Rights Act struck do wn 
scho o l segrega tio n by la w but no t segrega tio n tha t 
co mes a bo ut beca use o f where peo ple liv e. 
Ma ny federa l o fficia ls believ e ra cia l imba la nce in 
the No rth will no t be cha nged fo r ma ny y ea rs unless 
the federa l co urts, a nd fina lly the Supreme Co urt, 
rule a ga inst it.

They a re fo und in a n ev er-increa sing percenta ge o f 
perso ns in ea ch a ge gro up pa st 50. The incidence is 
higher in perso ns, such a s gla ss blo wers a nd sto kers, 
who a re ex po sed to grea t hea t o r intense light tha n 
in the genera l po pula tio n. Liv ing in a ho t, dry 
clima te is a lso a ca usa tiv e fa cto r. In so me perso ns, 
ta king la rge do ses o f drugs o f the co rtiso ne gro up 
a nd o thers ha s ca used ca ta ra cts. 
If y o ur v isio n is go o d in either ey e it is best to 
po stpo ne ca ta ra ct remo v a l. 
This is beca use, 
fo llo wing remo v a l, a specia l ty pe o f lens must be 
wo rn. Go o d bila tera l v isio n ca nno t be o bta ined 
unless this ty pe o f lens is used fo r bo th ey es. 
Ny lidrin increa ses the blo o d flo w to pa rts where it 
is deficient but, since the lens co nta ins no blo o d 
v essels a t a ll, neither this no r a ny o ther drug will 
a rrest the pro gress o f a ca ta ra ct. A lens tha t ha s 
been remo v ed will no t return. 
A new technique tha t uses a n ultra so nic needle 
ha s been dev elo ped. The v ibra tio ns brea k up the 
lens a nd it ca n then be sucked o ut thro ugh the sa me 
needle tha t deliv ered the ultra so nic wa v es. Altho ugh 
this is believ ed by so me to be the best metho d o f 
trea tment, it is to o new to ha v e been widely 
a do pted. 
Q — Is the use o f a freezing pro be the best wa y to 
remo v e a ca ta ra ct? 
A — Autho rities differ with rega rd to this metho d. 
Ea ch surgeo n must use the metho d tha t wo rks best 
fo r him.

Pressure on Rockefeller 
To Run Is " Irresistible' 


NEW YORK (AP) - More 
than 20 top Republicans, sum- 
monéd to a strategy meeting 
with Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
at his Fifth Avenue apartment, 
have urged him strongly to be­ 
come “ an announced and active 
candidate” for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 
A spokesman for the group 
that included seven governors, 
three U.S. senators, five con­ 
gressmen and Mayor John V. 
Lindsay of New York, said 
Rockefeller would decide about 
plunging into the race after con­ 
sulting with other party leaders 
in the next few days. 
Rockefeller, who has main­ 
tained he would not be a candi­ 
date unless there was a draft, 
had no comment following Sun­ 
day’s 
two-hour, 
closed-door 
strategy session. 
Gov. Tom McCall of Oregon, 
one of those at the meeting, said 
he urged the New York gover­ 
nor to challenge former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon in 
the May 28 Oregon primary. 
Rockefeller has until March 22 
to declare himself out of that 
election. 
McCall said Rockefeller’s can­ 
didacy was “ no longer an ab­ 
straction” following the meet­ 
ing. Asked if he thought it con­ 
stituted a draft, McCall replied; 
“ Well, it’s almost irresistible.” 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsylva­ 
nia read a brief statement to 
newsmen that said there was 
“ very strong sentiment” that 
Rockefeller get into the race as 
“ an announced and active can­ 
didate.” Asked if all those 
present had endorsed Rockefel­ 
ler’s candidacy, Scott said the 
statement spoke for itself. 
A written statement was not 
given out. Scott read from 
notes, which he retained. The 
statement said Rockefeller “ will 
consult other party leaders in 
the next few days and his deci­ 
sion will ultimately be made by 
himself.” 
Lindsay said he believed ev­ 
eryone as the meeting sub­ 
scribed to the statement and 
that he himself approved “ 100 
per cent.” It was the first 
known meeting between Lind­ 
say and Rockefeller sinc*e they 
clashed over ways to end New 
York’s recent garbage collec­ 
tors strike. 
The meeting came only two 
days before voting in the New 
Hampshire primary where Nix­ 
on is expected to collect a victo­

George Romney of Michigan 
who was backed by Rockefeller, 
withdrew from the race, leaving 
Nixon 4he sole major contender 
in New Hampshire. 
Romney was invited but de­ 
clined to attend, saying he does 
not engage in politics on Sun­ 
day. 
Scott said the statement he 
read was subscribed to by Rep. 
John Dellenback of Oregon, 
Gov. Spiro T. Agnew of Mary­ 
land, Gov. John Chafee of 
Rhode Island, former GOP na­ 
tional chairman Meade Alcorn 
and former Rep. William D. 
Miller of New York, Barry 
Goldwater’s running mate in the 
1964 presidential election. 


When Rockefeller arrived at 
the meeting from his home in 
suburban Tarrytown, newsmen 
swarmed around him and asked 
if he might announce his candi­ 
dacy following the meeting. 


“ No no,” he said But he also 
said: “ I ’m ready and willing to 
serve if the people want it.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 
week will bring to a close an 
Agriculture Department cam­ 
paign to get farmers to reduce 
production of wheat and feed 
grain and to increase produc­ 
tion of cotton. 
Growers can sign agreements 
through March 15 to idle some 
of their wheat and feed grain 
land to reduce production below 
last year’s record levels in an 
effort to bolster prices of their 
crops. 
In the case of cotton, the de­ 
partment seeks a somev^at 
larger acreage than was grown 
last year because surpluses no 
longer exist. 
Farmers idling specified por­ 
tions of their crop land will be 
eligible for government pay­ 
ments and price supports.
